Plants Recommended 
For Home Gardens 


Are you a slave to pruning 
shears and the garden hose? Then 
California native shrubs are the 
answer to your garden problems. 

California natives, says Robert 
B. Deering, division of landscape 
gardening, University of Califor- 
nia college of agriculture, need 
little attention and’ no watering 
after they are established in the 
garden. Slow growing natives cut 
down on yearly pruning labor. 

Ceanothus or mountain lilac 
is one of the most popular and 
showy native shrubs. Flowers 
range from white to dark blue. 

Mimulus or monkey flower and 
redbud are also colorful in the 
spring. Fremontia’s bright yellow 
flowers also liven up the garden. 

Madrones and Toyon or Cali- 
fornia Christmas berry brighten 
the garden in fall and early win- 
ter. 

These are just a few of the na- 
tive shrubs available. Natives do 
not mix well with subtropical or 
tropical plants that require lots 
of water. Winter rains are gen- 
erally all the natives need.
